Case Law



Summary of Recent CEQA & Planning Case Law

The following are summaries of recent court cases relating to the California Environmental Quality Act and/or land
use planning law.

CEQA Cases

Case Name (No.): Napa Citizens for Honest Government v. Napa County Board of Supervisors (A089095)

Court, Filing Date: Cal. App. 1st/1, 08/03/2001

Source: 2001 Daily Journal D.A.R. 8157

Summary of Ruling: The County’s 1998 Specific Plan failed to take into account the report of environmental
effects.  The county found that no feasible mitigation measures or alternatives had been
proposed that would fully mitigate the adverse effects of the Specific Plan.  In addition,
the County concluded that a number of the measures approved or adopted in the
previous 1986 Specific Plan were not feasible. Nonetheless, the County adopted the
Updated Specific Plan, deleting the mitigation measures adopted in 1986 but found
infeasible in 1998.  As a result, the Final Supplemental Environmental Impact Report
was inadequate and the Updated Specific Plan was invalid.
